USING THE ELECTRONIC BARTENDER 

Your bartender comes with two batteries installed and a protective insulation strip. To remove the 
insulation strip, rotate the battery compartment cover counterclockwise to remove it, grasp the strip’s 
end, and gently pull to remove it. Replace the battery compartment cover. 

1. Holddown — to turn on the unit. 

2. Press — again. The M AIN M ENU appears. 

3. Press V to view and select one of the following options: 

DRINKS — Search for a drink by name, liquor, occasion, or category. See “Drinks ’’ for details. 

SETTING UP — Lists items needed to set up your bar, including types of alcohol, mixers, garnishes, 
and bar tools. 

M EASURES — Standard and metric bar measurements and their equivalencies are listed. 

M IXERS + M ODIFIERS — Lists mixers and modifiers that are added for taste. Common mixers include 
juice, soda, and tonic water. Common modifiers include bitters, flavored syrup, and grenadine.

1 . Highlight DRINKS on the M AIN M ENU and press — . The 
DRINKS menu appears with the following options from 
which to select: Name, Category, Liquor, and acasion. 

Name 

1 . From the DRINKS menu, press A or v to highlight NAM E. 
Then, press — . 

2. Press A, V, > or < to highlight the first letter of the drink to 
search for, and then press — . For example, to search for 
the drink named “White Russian’’, highlight W, and press 
— . All drinks that start with W appear. 

3. Press A or v to highlight the desired drink from the list, and 
press — . The DRINK INFORMATION screen appears with the 
following options from which to select: tV 

Category — The category of the drink appears. For 
example, a daiquiri is categorized as a cocktail. 

Glass Type — The type(s) of glass in which to serve the 
drink are listed. 

Occasion — Common occasions or events at which this 
drink is served are listed. 

Recipe — The ingredients (with quantities) are listed. 

Technique — Instructions on how to mix and prepare the 
drink are given.

By Category 

1 . From the DRINKS menu, press A or v to highlight CATEGORY. 

2. Press — . A screen appears with a list of 14 categories 
from which to select. 

3. Press A or v to highlight a category, and press — . 
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4. All drinks In the selected category appear. For example, If 
you selected FROZEN DRINKS, your list will include pina 
colada, frozen daiquiri, and so on. 

5. Press A or v to highlight your desired drink, and 
press — . The DRINK INFORMATION screen appears. 

6. Press A or v to highlight your selection, and press — . 

By Liquor 

1 . From the DRINKS menu, press A or v to highlight LIQUOR. 
Then, press — . 

2. Press A, V, >! or <to highlight the first letter of the 
desired liquor, and then press — .

. All drinks containing that liquor are listed.

By Occasion

The DRINK INFORMATION appears. 

4. Press A or V to highlight your selection, and press — . 

USING THE BLOOD ALCOHOL 
LEVEL CALCULATOR 

1 . From the MAIN M ENU, press A or v to highlight Blood 
Alcohol Level Calculator. A 

2. Press — . Basic information regarding the blood level 
alcohol calculator is written here. Press V to scroll down 
and read the entire message. When you reach the end, 
the WEIGHT screen automatically appears. 

3. Press A or v to highlight the weight closest to your actual 
body weight. Weights are listed in 20 pound increments 
from too to 240 pounds. 

4. Press — . The 1 DRINK screen appears. This screen lists 
the measured amount and type of liquor (beer, wine, hard 
liquor) that are considered to be one drink. 

5. Press V until the the NO. DRINKS screen appears. 


NOTE D' 

Since some drinks contain more 
than one type of liquor, those 
drinks are listed under each liquor 
it contains. For example, a 
“Zombie” contains 151 Proof Rum, 
Creme De Noyaux, Triple Sec 
(tequila), and Light Rum. You can 
perform a search using any of 
those liquors and “Zombie” will 
appear in the list
